Tho five biij 
Ironclads—VictoVia, Camperdown, Edin- 
burgh, Nile aiidJSMUM Paroil—were drawn 
up in full front. Tho Victoria was in Uio 
center, the CiiniperdowU on her loft and 
the Kdinburg on her j'i'iht. 


Whenwitliiti five miles of shore Vice 
Admhvvl Sir Geor;:e Tryon sii^naled tfO 
turn and l«rni in double line. Tliis meant 
that th« Victoria and Uie Canipeixiown 
Were to go ahead a little and describe a 
turn, the Victoria turning to the left and 
tho Camperdown turning to the right. 
Then they would advance side by side in 
the direction from which they had come, 
the others would s^vlng into double col- 
umn order and advance two and two be- 
hind the leaders. 


When the order was given the distance 
between the aliipti was leas than two cable 
lengths. The execution of the order was 
easy enough for ships further away from 
center, but extremely difficult for the Vic- 
toria and tho Gampei'down, who in turn- 
ing th fir boai;s would pa^sa within a few 
fathoms of each other, even if the move- 
ment was executed with the gre<ttost pre- 
cision. 
This movement is rarely made, 
and is chiefly for tho purpose of training 
»he- ship co])uuanders to move expedi- 
tiously away from shoaling waters. 


Admiral Marliham, perhaps misunder- 
Btaudin;< the orders, did not move the 
Camperdown quickly enou;;h. As a result 
the latter vessel crashed into tho Victoria 
with great force. 


Th« twelve foot ram of the Camperdown 
Btruck the hull of the Victoria just in 
front of the armored bulkhead. 
There 
was a smashing of wood and iron plates, 
ftud the ram and eight feet of the Camper- 
down's bow orushed twenty feet into the 
bowel« of tho Victoria. Tho Camperdown 
was halted by the lieavy armor of tho Vic- 
toria, and <is her screws wer« reversed she 
At once began to back away. 


It seemed that Admiral Tryon did not 
realize the full extent of the damage to 
. the Victoriof liud she 
at one« pointed 
•^wardjshore,-«) tliat, l£ she was to sink, 
it might be in shallow water. 


When the Camperdown'g ram struck the 
Victoria Admiral Tryon, the navigating 
officer, two signal officers and the m«n at 
the wheel were all upon the bridge, either 
in full view or in the chart house. Most I 
of the crew were on tho forward deck. ] 
With the crash they rushed as far aft an 
possible, but when the two vessels separ- 
ated all returned to their places. 


So good was the discipline that within 
five minutes after the blow a diving suit 
had been brought on deck and a diver was 
getting into it to obey an order to go be- 
low and Und out the extent of the dam- 
ages. 


About ten minutes after the blow the 
Victoria, having got something like two 
mile» nearer tho shore from the scene of 
the collision, all at once leaned away over 
to starboard, and with a great roll and 
plunge burled her bow beneath the sea. It 
was almost in>itantaneous. 


Those on deck were plunged immedi- 
ately' into the water. The men forward 
and below had no time to rush to the deck, 
but found themselves groping for doors of 
rooms filled with water and compressed 
air. 


The huge hull was drawing in the water 
as it went down, and several liundred men, 
hurled suddenly into the water, had to 
battle against the increasing suction. 
A 
moment more and a new peril, more horri- 
ble, descended upon them. 
The great en- 
gine, deep in the heart of the hull and in- 
closed in water tighr compartments, was 
still thi*obljing at full speed and the great 
twin screws were whirling round up in 
the air. As tiie vessel sank the screws 
came nearer and nearer to the water, and 
descended into the midst of struggling 
human beings. 
Tho poor creatures bat- 
tled in vain in the suction. 
They were 
drawn down and thrown against tho swift 
blades. Screams and sluueks arose, and 
in the white foam appeared reddened arms 
and legs and wrenched and torn bodies. 
Headless trunks were tofised out of the 
vortex to linger a moment on the surface 
and sink out of sight. 


Suddenly there was a muilled sound of 
thunder, the waters were tossed up and 
tho steam burst from them. Again the 
shrieks and screams burst from the swim- 
mers. The boilers had exploded, the sea 
had rushed into the furnaces anil the 
swimmers were beating waves of scalding 
water. 


Thus in less than ten minutes death in 
three awful forms attacked the officers 
and crew of the Victoria—death by drown- 
ing, death knifelike screws and death by 
scaldiug water. 


With the iirst under plunge of the Vic- 
toria all the boats were called away from 
all the other ships and came straining over 
the calm sea to save the strugglers. These 
boats were soon picking up the fortunate 
ones who had got out of reach of the terri- 
ble vortex, bo long as the vortex was 
there the boats dared not venture near, 
but they did lift, fivra the scalding water 
several wretched sailors who were horribly 
burned. It is thought that more than half 
of those drowned got out of the ship, but 
were caught in the vortex or scalded to 
death by rjie scalding water. 


Admiral Tryon did not leave the ship. 
He was the last man seen as she first 
plunged htr bow nnuer water. He stood 
ou the bndg^e as long as it was^ possible to

Fiolden, Neebe and Schwab were panloned 
by Governor Altgeld yesteiilay. Banker 
E. S. Dreyer, who had been intercitted in 
their case from the start, came down from 
Chicago, and after securing a pardon for 
each of them from tho hands of Governor 
Altgold, left with them for Joliot at noon. 
It is supposed Mr, Dreyer's influence was 
decisive. It was not oven known thai their 
case was being considered by tho governor, 
and his action created great surprise. 


Governor Altgeld gives to tho pre^s a 
lengthy statement regarding his action in 
tho matter. Tho statement says tin* facts 
tend to show that the bomb was tin-own 
03 an act of personal revenge, and that ilie 
proiiecution never discovered who threw it. 
Speaking of Judge Gary, he says: "It iM 
charged with much bilterupss by those 
who speak for the prisoners that thereriinl 
of tho case shows that the judge couductiMl 
the trial witli malicious ferocity, and 
forceed the men to be tried together; that 
page after page of the record contains in- 
sinuating remarks of the judge, made in 
the hearing of tho jury and with tho evi- 
dent intention of bringing the jury to his 
way of thinking; that these speeches, com- 
ing from the court, were much more dam- 
aging than any speeches from the statirg 
attorney could possibly have been; that 
tho state's attorney otten took his cue 
from the judge's remm'ks, and that tho 
judge's magazine article recently pub- 
lished, written nearly six years after tho 
trial, is yet full of venom, 


SPRINGNELD, Ills., June 28.—A repre- 
sentative of tho United Press called on 
Governor Altgeld and inquired if he had 
anything to nay as to the attacks made on 
him by tho Chicago papers because uf his 
action in parclcaiing the anarchists. 
The 
governor laughed rather immoderately 
and i-eplied that he was altogether indif- 
ferent as to their coiuments. **Ijet them 
pitch in *and give me the devil if they 
want to,"he «aid. "They could not cut 
through my hide in tiiree weeks with an 
ax." Opinion hero is divided as to tho 
governor's action. Some of the beat law- 
yers do not lu-sitate to declare that it was 
all right, aud to denounce tho trial of the 
anarchists as a travesty on justice. 


CnicAbO, June 37.—Tho anarchists ar- 
rived hero last night on tho Saute Fe road. 
The throe Inen and Mr. Dreyer left tho 
train at Twenty-third street to avoid a 
demonstration, and went quietly to their 
homes. On the way up from Joliet tho 
three promised Mr. Dreyer to esoiiew 
anarchy forever. Generally speaking the 
pardon of the three men meets with tho 
favor of the city ofllcials who cared to ex- 
press an opinion. 


The anarchist riot at tho Haymarket in 
Chicago occurred on May 4, löö6. Eight) 
men were arraigned in the August follow- 
ing for the murderous 
outbreak, and 
seven. Spies, Scnwab, Fischer, 
Helden, 
Parsons. Engel and Lingg were found 
guilty of murder in tho first degree, Neebe 
was sentenced to imprisonment for fifteen 
years, A request for pardon was made by 
Fielden and Schwab, which the supreme 
court granted. The others were hanged 
Nov. 11, 1887, except Lingg, who commit- 
ted suicide. 
The pardon 
of 
Fielden, 
Schwab and Neebe ends one of the ugliest 
chapters in the history of Chicago.

TOMATO CUIiTUBE. 


There nre probably more tomatoei 
used, and served in a greater numbei 
of ways than any other vegetable, be 
sides its taking the place of the fruit* 
when served in its raw state. 
The to 
mato is a gross feeder, sending its rooti 
down deep for food. 
The best way U 
grow tomatoes is to throw out the soii 
to the depth of two feet, with an equa) 
diameter. Put six inches of well rotted 
manure at the bottom and fill the hole 
•^vith the material thrown out, madi 
rich. Where there is sufficient grounc 
the hills should be eight feet apart 
Plants treated in this way will yield fai 
more fruit than if planted closer. The 
plants when set should be short and 
stocky. 
Those frequently sold in th( 
markets, and set in the usual way, wil) 
not produce as much fruit, or as quickly, 
as would the plants from seed sown 
where they are to grow. 
Tall leggj 
plants can be planted to advantage bj 
inserting the plant a little distance from 
the center of the hill prepared for it, 
then bending the plant down and coy* 
ering it with earth to the depth of an 
inch, leaving the top out more than 
two inches. The plant will immediatelj 
commence throwing out roots thickly 
the whole length of the buried stem, 
and make a strong rapid growing plant. 
The same plant treated in the usual 
manner, seems to grow smaller, instead 
of larger, for some days or weeks. 
li 
the plant has plenty of room to spread, 
it does best when trailing upon the 
ground, the influence of the warm earth 
being very beneficial upon the riiDen- 
ing of the fruit. 
But in wet seasons 
there are serious objections to this 
plan, as iho fruit is quite liable to rof 
if lying on wet ground. Yet in average 
seasons the chances are in favor of 
care" in training the plants. The num 
ber of first class sorts is now so great 
that in the selection, of varieties, one 
must be guided by individual prefer

In 1SS6, after the earthquake 
from which the coast of the Pelopon- 
nems 
suffered, 
it was found that 
changes in the depths of the neighbor- 
ing waters amounted to from 300 to 
600 meters.

The island of Zante is in the Mediter- 
ranean, about fifteen to twenty miles 
west of the Peloponnesus coast. 
Its 
inhabitants raise on their rich alluvial 
plain large quantities of olives, gra-oes 
and Zante currants. 
The chief in- 


tributed to the same cause, included in 
the same category. 
Over all this area 
eharp differences of level at the bottom 
of the sea and sudden changes in sea 
depths are to be observed. 
It is nat- 
ural to suppose that we are here in the 
presence of a line of dislocation along 
which the crust of the earth is still being 
disturbed. The earth movements in this 
part of the Mediterranean are accord- 
ingly due to the phenomena of plica- 
tion or folding of the earth's upper 
strata.

for us is not the story of destruction, 
but the studies that have been made to 
ascertain the causes of these subter- 
ranean convulsions and to add to our 
knowledge of earthquake phenomena.

Mr. Ardaillon, a competent observer, 
to the island, and the report of his 
' observations has just been printed in 
Annales de Geographic, together with 
maps and pictures. 
This article, says 
the Chicago Herald, is based upon the 
material supplied by his report. 


Another observer also was on the 
ground. 
W. G. Foster, director of 
the Eastern Telegraph 
Company 
at 
Zante, has made a long study of the 
earthquake phenomena in that region. 
He has in his house an excellent seismo- 
graph which records the least shocks. 
The submarine cables connecting Zante 
with the mainland have also enabled 
l>m at times to determine with much 
precision the direction and apparent 
centres of these 
phenomena. 
His 
observations v/ere of much value to 
Mr. Ardaillon. 


At 5:3é a. m. on January 31 an earth- 
quake shook threw to the ground a 
great part of the houses in the country 
district and many of those in the city. 
The movement was undulatory and the

FERTIUZIKG THE ORCHAIU), 


The question is often asked, would 
you manure just around the tree or the 
whole surface of the gi-ound? 
The 
most approved practice is to manure 
the whole surface of the ground. 
It 
has been found that potash is one of 
the constituents that our fruit trees 
draw most heavily from the soil, and 
we must, therefore, in order to keep 
the balance even return this to the soil 
in larger quantities than other fer- 
tilizers. 


The most convenient and cheapest 
way of applying this element is in the 
form of wood ashes, in a bushel of 
which there are about three jiounds of 
potash, worth four cents per pound, or 
tweleve cents for the bushel. 
Then 
we have about one pound of phosphoric 
acid, worth four cents, which will give 
us a total of eixteea centB for these 
two coBtitituents alone, 
I^oth of these 
are very valuable agents for orchard 
UBe. 


Besides these in wood ashes are lime, 
tna^nesia and iron, also important fer- 
tilizers. 
This makes a very valuable 
ajud almobt 
complete fertilizer for 
or&liardi. 
But iu additiuo ve need 


lowed. 
The force of the 
principal 
shock was not great comioared with 
many earthqixakes. 
This 
statement 
may seem strange in view of the dam- 
age done, for about 4000 of, the 10,000 
buildings on the island were either en- 
tirely destroyed or unfitted for occu- 
pancy. 
The loss amounted to over 
8400,000, and many might infer that 
the shock equaled in violence those 
from which Zante siiffered in 1820 and 
1840. 
This, hovrever, is not the case. 


The great damage was due not to the 
violence of the shock but to two signifi- 
cant facts. 
In the first place most of 
the houses were very poorly built. 
The damage to well-built houses was 
conftped to falling plaster and cor- 
nices and the breakage of some fur- 
nishings, 
But most houses were built 
4 of a poor quality of calcareous tufa that 
i crumbles easily and the mortar be- 
tween the layers was hardly 
better 
than mud. 
Upon these fragil walls 
heavy roofs were placed, and it was 
i certain that upon the occurrence of a 


sustain and it is therefore compelled 
to wi'inkle. 
Thus geologists explain 
the great ridijes and furrows which 
constitute continents and river basins, 
and they compare this folding of the 
earth's crust with the wrinkling of' the 
skin of a dried apple. 
While this pro- 
cess of wrinkling or folding is going 
on, the mighty movement, of course, 
destroys the equilibrium of the rock 
strata, and in consequence earthquakes 
occur and continue Avith greater or 
less violence until equilibrium is again 
restored. 


The earth tremors and shocks thai 
have been felt at Zante almost inces- 
santly since August last, and at inter- 
vals for many years ^jast, seem to be 
manifestations of' this activity at the 
bottom of the neighboring waters. 
This region seems then to belong in its 
geloglical nature rather to the region 
of the Alps or the Apennines than to 
that of the PoloiDonnesus or Attica. 
Portions of the earth'« crust at the sea 
bottom are being raised and folded or 
broken, producing corresponding de- 
l^ressions and disturbing the rock for- 
mation for a considerable 
distance 
around, and unfortunately for Zante 
it lies in the line of disturbance and 
must suffer until the same causes that 
reared 
our 
Appalachian 
Mountains 
ccase to operate in its neighborhood.

How tlie Chinese Prepare Bice.

in the mane of the king of animals and 
playfully stroked it, to the evident sat- 
isfaction of the great beast. The man- 
ner of the latter was a curious mixture 
of feline grace and canine aflection, 
iud the great pupils of his eyes dilated 
ind contracted with the jileasure of 
being fondled. 


The man who thus treated a lion, a 
full-grown, able-bodied one, with 
a 
complete set of enormous grinders, and 
claws that would cleave a one-inch 
board, u roar that would knock down 
ft World's Fair hotel and a stomach 
that would conceal a month's provi- 
iions for u small family, ^was Carl 
Hagenback, whose performances with 
trained wild beasts, says the Chicago 
Herald, are among the chief attractions 
of Midway Plaisance, at tho Fair, 
A 
man who is on terms of the closest in- 
timacy with lions, tigers, bears, snakes, 
panthers, and other ferocious horrors 
of the desert and forest is a rarity in 
Itself. 
But when that man has si)eut 
his whole life among such brutes, and 
has taught thousands of them during 
that time how to obey, perform and 
play, when he has had a score of hair- 
breadth escapes from the awful fate 
that has overtaken nearly every pre- 
ceding trainer of wild beasts and when 
¿hat same man is chockful of interest- 
ing, often blood-curdling, anecdotes 


lion anil ticrer, and he easily learns all 
sorts of tricks and stage business which 
require judgment, tact and the exer- 
cise of reasoning power. 
He, too, is 
very grateful for kindness shown and 
has a very affectionate disposition, but 
he is revengeful, crafty and never 
wholly reliable, but liable to sudden 
outbursts of fury, spite or willfulness. 


The bear is likewise very intellgent 
and may be taught'as many things use- 
ful or ornamental as the 
elephant. 
There are, however, a great many va- 
rieties of tho bear family, and these 
differ largely among themselves in in- 
tellectual and moral qualities. 
Tho 
least intelligent among them and the 
least tractable is the polar bear, audit 
required years to teach the specimen 
now performing at tho 
Hagenback 
prona what little he knows. The Amer- 
ican bears, even the grizzl3% are more 
easily managed and acquire certain ac- 
complishments without much trouble. 
The black liussian bear, too, is amen- 
able to civilizing inilueuces, and so is 
the Alpine brown bear. 
But the cun- 
ningest and most comical as well as the

had porrectly sized them up. 
Ho had 
a band of Nubian servants drive the 
goats and antelopes some distance into 
the desert, all in a heap, and sure 
enough, one by one, the fleet ostriches 
returned to tho fold, every one of 
them. 


Panthers and leopards aro the most 
treacherous and tho most difficult to 
handle, they and the hyenas. 
Their 
hostility and natural antipathy to the 
dogs are never overcome, and they will 
seize every opportunity to attack dogs, 
even when sure to get the xvorst of it 
in a fight and knowing full well that 
they -will he whipped by the trainer 
besides. 
They are always treacherous 
and much more dangerous to handle 
than their larger and more powerful 
relations, the lions, Bengal tigers or 
jaguars. They are cowardly and greatly 
dread the whip, but that does not pre- 
vent them from scratching or biting 
the hand that will lay the scourge on 
them the next instant. 


However, with all these difieronces 
and with the further great diversity 
and individual disposition and charac- 
teristics, it is kindness and patience in 
the man that accomplishes the wonder- 
ful results in training that the public 
see ocularly demonstrated in the Hagen- 
beck arena every day. All these brutes, 
whether quite tamed or only partially 
so, aro amenable to kindness, 
and 
gratitude forms the principal lever by 
which they are moved to do as required. 
Another element necessary for the suc- 
cessful trainer of wild animals is ab- 
sence of fear, an equable temperament 
and instinctive liking for him on the 
part of the animal. 
For these beasts 
have their likes and dislikes, their 
loves and their hatreds as well. 
Mr. 
Hagenbeck attributes his success with 
all sorts of savage beasts and deadly 
reptiles largely to the fact that he loves 
all creatures and in many cases feels a 
genuine affection for his wards and 
pupils. 
Some attendants can never 
win the confidence and good will of 
certain wild beasts, and whenever that 
fact has become aj>parent it is in- 
jurious 
to 
the business 
to retain 
their services. 
One particular lion- 
ess, for instance, could not be han- 
dled by anybody in the Hagenbeck es- 
tablishment. 
She proved wholly in- 
tractable, and it had been already in- 
tended to sell the animal at a low price 
to a circus in Germany when Mr. Hag- 
enbeck himself took her in hand. Then 
she readily and instantly yielded to 
the sympathetic influence her master 
exercised over her. 
A young lion that 
had proved quite unmanageable, and 
that for four weeks had not learned a

One of the greatest difficulties in the 
laborious process of training is to wean 
tho wild beasts of their inherited an- 
tipathies for other animals, especially 
those belonging to a radically different 
species. 
As in the whole business of 
training it is patience, lots of patience, 
that is needed to overcome these feel- 
ings of aversion.

that has not had fatal accidents due to 
the irrepressible ferocity of the bear. 


It will be a surprise to many to 
learn that there is a good deal of in- 
telligence and a good deal of affection 
stowed away under the hide of a snake. 


to have their innate savage instincts 1 Trainers know how to avail themselves 
break out and overcome in a moment of this fact and in that way get results 
»11 the fruits of a tedious and painful 
training. 
But when caught young— 
in the days of babyhood—the lion and 
the tiger are easiest to deal with. They 
both learn their loBsons well, and their 
memory is tenacious and 
retentive. 
They both appreciate kindness and feel 
ft steady affection for those whom they 
have come to look upon as their friends. 
While in course of training they must 
be handled with great care, and pun- 
ishment must be meted out to them I M'ith 
panthers, 
leopards,

out these reptiles that*couId not other- 
wise be obtained. 
But snakes, too, 
are never thoroughly brought under 
subjection to the human will and their 
voracity and their ugly temper have 
been the cause of many a tragedy that 
the press never heard of.

Hagenbeck in northern Africa, during 
one of his long expeditions in that 
continent for the purpose of collecting 
large numbers of wild beasts for his 
huge Hamburg menagerie, escaped in 
Suez, 
just before being loaded on 
board of a steamer that was to convey 
them to Trieste. 
The whole herd of 
huge birds escaped direct into the Nu- 
bian desert and it looked as if they 
were a dead loss. 
The big collection 
of wild beasts of which these twenty- 
six ostriches had formed j;art had been 
slowly gathered and then driven by 
native servants a 
distance 
of GUO 
miles.

denly tho animal took fright and ran 
off with that haste and speed for which 
giraffes are so famous, 
More from 
necessity than from choice Mr. Hagen- 
beck, unable to disengage himself from 
the rope, was obliged to share the 
flight of his giraffe. 
More dead than 
alive he >\ivs finallv rescued some dis- 
tanoo from town, after having been 
dragged along for several miles by tho 
panicky animal at a six-mile-per-hour 
gait. 
Another time an enraged and 
entirely untamed elephant 
made 
a 
thrust at him witli his two immense 
tusks. 
As luck would have it they 
were so fa^ apart as to just take hia 
body in between them, hiß sides boinj 
but shghtly grazed.

The god of love, the cupid of the 
Chinese, is no less a person than the 
man in the moon. 
They call him Yue- 
laou. 
He receives tho decrees of des-

Once acquired, however, it 


is hardly ever forgotten again. 


But to get them first to live together 
and to perform side by side in the 
same arena, to dwell peaceably in the 
same cage, is a great diiïiculty. 
But 
since it is an indispensable prerequisite 
for everything that is to follow the 
animals must l)e taught harmony and 
neighborly relations. 
Of course it is 
only possible to teach young animals 
to forego their inherited hatreds— 
adults are past redemption. 
Young 
beasts—the younger the better—are 
chained and placed in the same cage 
(of course out of harm's way one from 
the other) with other 3'oung animals of 
different kinds. 
Thus they accustom 
themselves to the sight, the odor and 
the peculiarities of each other and 
begin to apprehend the fact that they 
belong together and must, therefore, 
get along with each other 
somehow. 
By and by the tamer animals are al- 
lowed to circulate freely among 
the 
chained and half tamed ones, and at 
last the point is reached when they 
may be left to themselves, living peace- 
ably together. 
During their hours of 
l)lay and recreation this system of 
forming hajipy, though 
incogruous 
family groups, is seen at its greatest 
triumph. 
To watch a lion playing tag 
with a polar bear, and to see an ele- 
phant and a tiger gamboling like merry 
boys at school makes one dream that 
the millennium cannot be far distant. 
Perhaps the most distinctively motley 
group that Mr. Hagenbeck ever gath- 
ered under the roof of one cage in the 
one that may now be seen, composed 
of six Javanese and Sumatrese bears, 
diminutive but very comical fellows,' 
one striped hyena (one of the most in- 
tractable beasts), three codomonthys, 
one pig, one African hunting dog and 
several 
monkeys. 
And 
curiously 
enough, it is the monkeys that are the 
police force—the guardians of peace 
and order—in this motley throng. 


Like that superior animal, man, these 
beasts are also subject to all sorts of 
disease. 
In fact, the mortality among 
them is much higher than it is among 
the human race. 
For this fact, of 
course, the inclemencies of climate are 
largely resjjonsible. 
The influenza 
rages among them to the same extent 
that it did in the ranks of the human 
bipeds. 
Pneumonia, 
consumption, 
dysentery, fevers, stomach complaint, 
etc., are a frequent scourge 
among 
them, and Mr. Hagenbeck feels still 
very sore over the fact that he has lost 
a large number of his most valual}le 
animals—and among them some of his 
best trained and rarest ones, such as a 
couple of highly educated black pan- 
thers, some gorillas and 
mandrils, 
several chimpanzees, 
half a 
dozen 
lions, tigers, etc.—sincehe expatriated 
his big quadruped colony from Ham- 
urg. 
All told, 
some 120 of 
his 
trained 
beasts have succumbed 
to 
various diseases since he began training 
for the World's Fair. 
Monkeys in this 
climate aro especially liable to lung 
diseases, and consumption is carrying 
off a number of them at i)resent, but 
some of them, too, were killed by his 
own panthers and leopards. 


Buch mishaps, besides, are of frequent 
occurrence in the life of a large dealer 
in and trainer of wild beasts like Mr, 
Hagenbeck. 
It may be interesting to 
know that this man has, uj) to a year 
ago, alone carried out of Africa 250 
elephants, 375 giraffes, 200 antelopes, 
IbO panthers, 76 lions and 94: ostriches, 
besides 185(5 snakes and 
crocodiles. 
That of this large number, now and 
then, there were some fugitives may 
easily be believed. 
Thus, 
twelve 
elephants that ho brought with him 
from Africa as part of a large consign- 
ment escaped, while in 
transit, 
in 
Vienna. 
Mr, Hagenbeck. however, 
got them all back and by usinfi: the

This, however, is not binding until 
a still larger piece of pasteboard, as 
large as the lid of a small tea-chest, is 
exchanged between tho families of the 
bride and bridegroom. 
The family of 
the bridegroom furnishes these cards. 
One is embellished with a 
flamboyant 
dragon in gold leaf, and tho other with 
a peculiarly Chinesy-looking 
nonde- 
scrip that is perhaps meant for a fe- 
male dragon. 
There are also provided 
four large darning-needles and two 
long strands of red silken yarn, 
Two 
of the needles are threaded upon one 
of the silken strands, one at each of its 
ends, and the needles are fastened in a 
peculiar manner upon the gilded drag- 
on card. 
The other card, with needles 
and silken strands unattached, is sent, 
together with the former, to the house 
of the bride, where card No. 2 is ar- 
ranged to match card No, 1, and sent 
back again to the bridegroom, card 
No. 1 being retained by the bride. 
Thereafter the respective parties keep 
these cards as sent them, in evidence of 
their respective engagements. 


The interval between this peculiar 
courtship and engagement and 
the 
marriage to which it leads, may be for 
a longer or shorter time, according to 
circumstftiices, varying from a few 
months to a number of years. 
An as- 
trologer is consulted—astrology pays 
as a i^rofession in China—a lucky day 
is flxed upon, and the family of tho 
bridegroom make a few presents to the 
bride, prebouts that it requires a Chi- 
nese bride to fully apjjreciate, consit^t- 
ing of the left fore-foot of a biack ing 
and tho left hind-foot of a he-goat, a 
cock and a hen, six large red candles, 
a small, dried hop-toad, eight small 
cakes of bread, and several boxes of 
flrecrackers, 
together with an assorted 
lot of other rubbish apparently chosen 
for its utter incongruity and useless- 
ness.

ceremonies in addition to those de- 
tailed, the bride is shut U}) in a sedan 
chair and carried to Jier intended hus- 
band's house. 
He is waiting, and tak* 
ing the key of the sedan chair from 
the nearest relative of his intended 
bride, he opens the door of the vehi- 
cle, and husband and wife see each 
other for the iirst time. If he does nut 
like her looks, he slams the door, locks

ORDINANCE —()hs»riirtions, 


Beit ordainod by the Burgess «ind Town 
Council of tlio Bojoagh of New Oxford 
audit is hereby cuacted by authority of 
the snme, Tliat any person or persons 
M'ho shall stand or place or cause to be 
stood or placed, any casks, barrels^ or 
boxes, wares, /ioods, merchandise, brick, 
stone or Uunber of any description what- 
ever, whether for sale or otherwise, on or 
over any part of the foot pavements of 
this borough, to a greater distance than 
four feet in front and immediately adjoin- 
ing the house occupied by him, her or 
them, or shall sull'er the same to be more 
than six feet high during the hours from 
sunset to sunrise, shall pay a fine of two 
dollars for each and every such olTence, 
to be collected as all such lines are now by 
law collectable. Provided, however, that 
during the liours between sunrise and sun- 
set no obstructions of the pavements will 
be allowed that will in any manner inter- 
fore with the easy passage of the public 
over the same.

O R D I N A N C E . — T o Prevent Obstructions 


in Gutters. 


Be it ordained by the Burgess and Town 
Council of the borough of New Oxford 
and it is hereby ordained b^ authority of 
same. That the OAvners and occupiers of 
lots within the said borough be and they 
are hereby required to keep the gutter in 
front of the same free from obstructions; 
and any person owning or occupying any 
lot as aforesaid along the front of which 
a gutter has been made by authority or 
direction of the Town Council for carry- 
ing off the water, and he shall cause or 
permit said gutter to become or remain 
tilled up or obstructed by any accumula- 
tion of sand, mud, stones, grass, ice or 
other obstruction whatever, to as to pre- 
vent or impede the passage of water along 
the same; shall on conviction thereof be- 
fore the Burgess or any Justice of the 
Peace forfeit and pay for every such of- 
fence the sum of one dollar and costs of 
prosecution and the expense of removing 
said obstructions, to be collected as ail 
such lines are now by laAv recoverable.

ORDINANCE.—Diiij;inii Drains, Etc. 
Be it ordained by the Burgess and Town 
Council of the borough oi New Oxford 
and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same, That it shall not be lawful for 
any person or persons, or body corporate, 
to dig up any part of the streets or alleys 
of the borough for putting down of gas or 
Avater pipes, cellar or other drains, in said 
"borough, without first having obtained a 
permit from the Burgess for that purpose, 
and shall be required within ten days from 
the date of permit to restore same to as 
good a condition as it was before such 
•digging was done, and upon failure to do 
•so within the time required for the same, 
shall upon conviction thereof before the 
Burgess or any Justice of the Peace, pay 
a fine of one clollar to the said borough 
for each and every square yard so dug up, 
and double that sum for any subsequent 
offence.

ters to be drained off; the pools, sinks, 
drains, vaults or in low grounds to be fill- 
ed up or otherwise improved or amended;

Put powdered or dissolved copperas 
down the sink and other drain pipes 
as often as once a *reek, and flush 
them well on washing days. 


For frost bites keep away from the 
iire and rub the parts affected with 
fenow or ice water until thawed, then 
treat as you would a burn. 


When the eyes sre tired, or inflamed 
from loss of sleep, apply an old linen 
handkerchief dripping with water as 
hot as you can possibly bear it. 


To throw water on burning kerosene 
only increases the danger by causing 
the oil to spread, but salt, flour or 
cornmeal will 
quickly smother the 
flames. 


In ordinary burns and scalds the 
only remedy required is to thoroughly 
exclude the air from the injured part. 
Cotton batting will do this more effec- 
tually.

MOTHS. 


Among the many duties demanding 
the housekeeper's attention is the work 
of putting away clothing, so as to pre- 
vent the ravages of the moth, writes 
Mrs. E. E. Parker in the Courier- 
Journal. 


I 
Furs are usually the most difficult to 
care for. 
They should be brushed and 


t well beaten to dislodge any moth eggs 
that may have been deposited in them, 
and then hung in the sun. 
Woolen 
dresses, overcoats, flannel underwear 
and extra blankets not needed for sum- 
mer use should all undergo careful ex- 
amination and airing, preparatory to 
being stowed away for the summer. 


The old-fashioned custom of oui 
grandmothers—that of jDacking woolen 
goods in boxes with gum camphor or 
tobacco—is now declared a failure, and 
if we remember tho many moth-eaten 
articles we have seen 
come forth 
from trunks and boxes, redolent with 
these particular odors, one will agree 
with the modern idea as to their want 
of efficacy. 
Many women take the 
precautionary measure of folding in 
papers and sewing up in cotton bags, 
but none of these are wholly safe, as 
the only guarantee against moths is to 
keep the moth miller from depositing 
its eggs, which they seem to do before 
it can be prevented in the spring. 
I 
have recently noticed an excellent bag, 
which seems to be the best article to 
use in putting away woolens and furs; 
it is airtight and entirely free from any 
unpleasant odor. 
Garments can be 
put in and taken out of these bagfl 
with ease, rendering one always sura 
of their condition. 


For putting away tho winter wear, 
articles of a kind should be put to- 
gether, as it sometimes causes delay 
and trouble to have to hunt through 
bags or boxes when some particulai 
garment is needed. 
It is an excelleni 
plan to mark each bag on the outside, 
BO the contents will be known withoul 
opening. 


Proper attention given the workthii 
month will relievo the housekeeper of 
all anxiety on the subject, as well a« 
saving much expense by keeping thi 
woolen clothes in good condition fox 
another season.

Minced Sandwiches—Chop half a 
pound of lean ham very line; add one 
mixed pickle and a tablespoonful of 
mustard; put four ounces of butter in 
ft frying-pan, stir over the fire until it 
creams; add the ham, the beaten yolk 
of one egg, with a little salt and pepper, 
remove the pan from the fire, stir all 
together, pour out on a large dish and 
let cool.

Pope Leo XIII has ^issued an edict 
modifying the restrictions of Lent in 
al] parts of the world where ih(? grip is 
prevalent. 
The order oí the Pope has 
been in the hands of the Archbishojia 
and Bishops for a number of weeks. It 
was so worded as to leave edict mop 
•erative should the disease have-diPap^ 
peared prior to the beginning of Lent, 
but as the grip is still prevalent in most 
parts of Europe and America, the or- 
der will be read in all of the churches 
•on both continents on Sunday, Febru- 
ary 28, Lent beginning March 2, and 
ending April 17, 


The order is similar to the one issued 
by the Pope last year. 
It is intended 
to obviate the possibility of too rigid 
fasting and abstinence on the part of 
many persons whose health demands 
the generous use ol nourishing foods,
